"Possibly," she fcys. "in 
seeking 


he soiled spots of woolens as a feed- 


ing place, clothes mcth larvae seek 
a source of vitamin B and a 
more 


complete diet. Clothes moth larvae" 
will not develop in the absence of 
vitamin B, now known to be essen- 
tial for the growth and well-being 
of animals." 


She found further that the clothe.? 


moth requires neither fat nor the 
fat-soluble vitamins A and 
D 
to 


complete growth and 
development. 


This was shown by feeding fish meal 
from which all fat had been removed 
by extraction with ether. 
Develop- 


ment of the lanae took 
place as 


rapidly in this meal as in untreated 
fish meal. 


Some time ago Dr. 
Grace Grls- 


wold of the department of entomol- 
ogy at Cornell had shown that fish 
meal was the most satisfactory diet 
on which to rear clothes moths. 


Results of Miss Crowell's work 


indicate that clean clothes, although 
subject to attack, 
are 
safest, 
be- 


cause moth lanae need soiled spots 
to develop properly.
